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Proceedings of Committees. 
ETHICAL COMMITTEE. 


A MEETING of the Kthical Committee was held at the 
oftice of the Association on March 2nd, Mr. R. IH. Kinsry 
(in the chair) ; the other members present were : Dr. 
J. Ford Anderson, Mr. H. A. Ballance, Dr. A. G. Bateman, 
Mr. G. H. Broadbent, Dr. Bruce Goff, Dr. R. L. Langdon 
Down, Mr. W. D. Spanton. Mr. W. E. Hempson, Solicitor 
to the Association, attended to advise the Committee. 


TRADERS’ CoMMIssION TO MEDICAL MEN. 

The Committee considered correspondence since the 
last meeting of the Committee in a case which it had 
been previously decided should be reported in the 
JouRNAL when completed. In this case a medical 
practitioner practising abroad had received a_ letter 
from a wholesale chemist in the United Kingdom 
pressing upon his notice certain special preparations 
and asking him to endeavour to sell them, and offering 
a commission on orders obtained through his introduc- 
tion. The medical practitioner in question placed the 
papers in the hands of the Editor of the Britisn Merpican 
JouRNAL, who placed them before the Ethical Committee. 
By direction of that Committee a letter was written to the 
chemist pointing out the impropriety of such an offer of 
commission, and asking for an explanation. 

The Committee now had before it a letter from the 
chemist explaining that his action was due to a mistake, 
expressing great regret, and stating that he would not 
repeat the offence. The Committee accepted this 
explanation and undertaking. 


Mepicat Arp Socretirs. 

The Committee approved of the reply which had been 
given to an inquiry from the honorary secretary of a 
Division concerning the alleged connexion of a local 
medical practitioner with a medical aid society which 


canvassed, and the probability of the General Medical 
Council dealing with such a matter. 

The reply given had been that the General Medical 
Council would only deal with such cases if definite evi- 
dence was placed before them of canvassing or advertising, 
and that if such evidence could be obtained the Associa- 
tion would assist in the preparation of a case for 
consideration by the General Medical Council. 


PUBLICATION OF PHOTOGRAPHS AND BIOGRAPHIES. 

The Committee approved of the action of the Chairman 
in replying to an inquiry from a Division to the effect 
that the propriety of members of the profession furnishing 
photographs and biographies for a county history was a 
matter depending in some degree upon special circum- 
stances, and therefore for local consideration, but that in 
general such action was to be regarded adversely. The 
Division had since passed a resolution stating that no 
member of it should furnish the particulars. 


CopyRiGuT OF THE “JOURNAL.” 

The GENERAL SEcRETARY reported successful action 
taken to protect the copyright of the JouRNAL in a case 
in which a company had used an extract from it as an 
advertisement. The Committee expressed satisfaction at 
the result. 


MISLEADING DESCRIPTION IN THE “ MEDICAL DirEcTORY.” 
It was decided to address a remonstrance to a medical 
practitioner with respect to a misleading record of his 
former appointments which appeared in the Medical 
Directory. 
ComMITTEE’S RECOMMENDATIONS, 

The CHAIRMAN reported that the Council had at its last 
meeting adopted all the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee. With respect to the resolution of the Council as 
to primary reference of ethical cases to Divisions or 
Branches for investigation, the following additional rule. 
was adopted by the Committee for its own guidance: . 

That in any cases referred to a Division or Branch for 
primary investigation, no decision should be arrived at by the 
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Central Ethical Committee until a report from the Division or 
Branch has been received. 


TRADE ADVERTISEMENTS. 

The Committee expressed satisfaction at the result of 

the action taken in the matter of a company which had 

undertaken to discontinue printing the names of its 
medical officers on its wrappers. 


AxonyMmous CoMPLAINTs. 
The Committee decided that it could not take into con- 
sideration complaints received anonymously. 


Division RvLEs. 

The Committee recommended the Council to approve 
the adoption of the model rules of ethical procedure 
submitted by the Liverpool (Southern) Division, and also 
the rules submitted by the North Suffolk Division. 

The opinion of the Committee with respect to the rules 
submitted by the Wandsworth Division was directed to be 
communicated to the Division. 


INVESTIGATION OF AN Case. 

The CHarRMAN reported, with reference to a request 
from a Division in Ireland, that an ethical case should be 
investigated by an impartial and independent person from 
a distance, and that he had asked the Irish Committee to 
appoint a suitable person in Ireland. The Chairman’s 
action was approved. 


GRATUITOUS MEDICAL ADVICE. 

The Committee considered complaints with respect to 
a scheme of gratuitous medical advice initiated by 
Answers, and the Editor was requested to deal with the 
matter in the JourNAL.! 


StanpiIna OrpER As TO HYPOTHETICAL CASES. 

It was resolved: 

That it be a standing order of the Committee that it give no 
opinion upon purely hypothetical cases. That the names 
of the practitioners concerned must in all cases be 
in order that a statement them may be 
invite 


MepicaL MEN AND PuBLIC APPOINTMENTS. 

On consideration of an inquiry as ‘to whether it was 
permissible for a medical practitioner to apply for a public 
appointment which had not been advertised as vacant, the 
Committee expressed the opinion that a medical practi- 
tioner is justified in applying for a public appointment 
which is actually vacant, whether the fact has been 
advertised or not. 

CONSULTANTS. 

The CHAIRMAN submitted a memorandum as to con- 
sultants which he prepared at the request of the Com- 
mittee, and it was resolved to consider the matter further 
at the next meeting. 


Members or Bopres Giving Expert ADVICE. 

A communication from the Public Health Committee 
was received, requesting the Ethical Committee to con- 
sider the propriety of the practice of medical members of 
publie bodies giving expert advice in order to avoid the 
necessity for appointing expert officials, and the advisa- 
bility of circulating an inquiry to the Divisions on the 
subject. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

That, in the opinion of the Committee, the practice in ques- 
tion is undesirable, and that the Public Health Committee 
be informed that a "recommendation to this effect will be 
included in the Annual Report of the Ethical Committee 
in order that it may receive the consideration of the 
Divisions. 

CERTIFICATES. 

The Committee considered a communication from the 
Education Committee of a County Council with respect 
to alleged impropriety of a certificate of unfitness to 
attend school given by a medical practitioner; and a 
letter from the practitioner was read expressing regret 
for his action. The following resolutions were adopted : 


That in the opinion of the Committee the practitioner ou i 
to make an apology to the Education Committee for 
error. 
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That the Education Committee be informed of this decision, 
and also that in the opinion of the Committee both the 
antecedent circumstances in this particular case, and the 
action of the Education Committee towards medical prac- 
titioners in the county, appear to require serious con-

A m¥ETING of this Division was held on Thursday, 
March 15th, at 9 p.m.,at the Alexandra Hotel, Stratford, 
K., Dr. StocKER presiding. 

Confirmation of Minutes.—The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and confirmed. 

Address.—Dr. F. J. SmitH (London Hospital) gave a 
short address of a very interesting and practical character 
on colitis, and was awarded at the close a hearty vote of 
thanks, on the motion of the CHAIRMAN. 

Election of Candidates for Central Council_—The meeting 
then proceeded to consider a communication from the 
Wandsworth Division regarding the selection of candi- 
dates for the Council of the Association, and, on the 
motion of Dr. Percy Rose, seconded by Dr. Hay, it was 
unanimously resolved : 

That this Division is prepared to take part in a committee 
of selection of candidates for the General Council of the 
Association, provided every Division in the Branch is 
represented on that Committee by a delegate, with voting 
powers according to their membership. 

Candidates for General Medical Council.—Dr. F. J. Smith 
(Honorary Secretary, Metropolitan Branch) and Dr. L. S. 
McManus (Wandsworth Division) were nominated as 
eandidates for the General Medical Council by the 
Stratford Division. 


NORTH WALES BRANCH: 
DENBIGH AND Fiint Diviston. 
A MEETING of this Division was held at the Lion Hotel, 
Mold, on February 23rd. 

Confirmation of Minutes.—The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and confirmed. 

The Division and Parliamentary Candidates.—The SEcRE- 
TARY presented a report on the memorandums and ques- 
tions on parliamentary subjects affecting the medical 
profession, submitted for the consideration of parlia- 
mentary candidates. 

Ethical Rules.—Division rules as to professional conduct, 
as well as those pertaining to contract practice and 
appointments, as drafted by the Medical Secretary and 
adopted by the Bradford Division, were discussed and 
referred to a Special Committee for consideration. 

Next Meeting.—The annual meeting was fixed to be held 
at Wrexham in May. 

Paper—Mvr. James Taytor, F.R.C.S., read a paper on 
the treatment of acute peritonitis. Discussing the 
pathology of the disease, he pointed out that neither 
mechanical nor chemical causes would alone suffice to set 
up the disease. A pathogenic organism was essential, 
and this, following Dudgeon and Sargent, to whose 
Erasmus Wilson Lectures he referred his audience, he 
showed to be usually the colon bacillus, which made 
its way into the peritoneal cavity and infected any 
previously-contained sterile fluid or foreign body. 
The streptococcus frequently found in conjunction 
with it he regarded as probably harmless and possibly 


as even benign in its influence. As for treatment, he 


showed by reference to the works of various authorities, 
that although the disease was so well known, there were 
curiously wide differences in the views taken as to the 
principles on which it should be treated. McCosh, of 
New York, for instance, described himself as operating 
only on 50 per cent. of all cases encountered, while 
Lennander, of Upsala, advised that in every case operation 
should be performed as soon as possible. Speaking for 
himself, he said the sum total of medical treatment was 
rest for the body, the intestines, and the mind. One 
form of rest was relief from pain. This could be 
obtained by opium, and the reasons commonly given for 
abstaining from its use seemed to him poor. Certainly it 
masked pain, but remembering what pain had existed 
before they could allow for that effect. 1f opium immo- 
bilized the intestines, it merely increased a condition 
which already existed, while it could not affect the 
amount of toxicity. Large doses need not be given; 
merely sufficiently to keep down the pain and 
secure rest for the nervous system. The time at 
which surgery should step in must vary with each 
patient. If the pulse-rate persistently increased from hour 
to hour or tympanitis increased, operation must be early. 
On the other hand, some delay was permissible if the 
expression became less anxious. In a case originating in 
the appendix, the question of locality might account for 
something; thus, if the patient were far off, immediate 
operation was indicated, but if near at hand, in a place 
where the patient could constantly be watched, one might 
be inclined to wait awhile. He had never, however, 
regretted early operation, and in some instances had 
regretted the opposite course. The urgency was greatest 
in first attacks of appendicitis, later ones being 
less frequently violent and fatal. As for the opera- 
tion to be chosen in peritonitis, the author, after 
describing several incisions which had been advocated, 
described his own method, namely, that of following any 
localizing indications which might be discoverable, and 
opening the abdomen as near to the site as convenient, 
enlarging the primary incision if need be when explora- 
tion was complete. Ifa pus cavity were opened it should 
be emptied without disturbing surrounding adhesions, and 
the cause of suppuration removed if it were possible with 
the same limitations. If the peritonitis were general 
probably the best course, if the cause could not readily 
be found, was to wash out the cavity quickly, usinga 
good quantity of saline fluid. If, however, the exudate 
were not markedly purulent, and the cause could be 
removed, washing out was not advisable, as, the cause 
being removed, the peritoneum could look after itself. 
When distended small intestine appeared in the wound 
his practice was to incise it, let out the gas and faeces, 
and sew up the opening; large intestine might often be 
treated in the same way, but sometimes it was well to 
stitch it to the skin wound, and make a_ temporary 
artificial anus. Drainage was essential in all puru- 
lent cases, and he greatly preferred using two or 
three india-rubber tubes. Gauze useful when 
there was much oozing of blood, but he did not 
like it and preferred to avoid its use. Jn after treatment 
the main thing was rest in every form. The passage of a 
rectal tube was often useful to remove flatus, but he 
favoured no kind of enema; even saline rectal injections 
often did harm. Looking far ahead it seemed to him that 
though the surgical treatment of peritonitis was at present 
all-important, and would play a still more prominent part 
in the early future, yet, sooner or later, the treatment 
might once more be purely medical; for since acute peri- 
tonitis was always due to microbic invasion, and usually 
to the B. coli, a serum antitoxie to the latter might one 
day be found. This microbe disarmed, the peritoneum 
would be able to look after any perforations by itself.

MEETING. 
A cLiINicaL meeting was held at 4 p.m., Dr. NORWELL, 
President, in the chair. hi 
Apologies for Absence.—Apologies for absence were inti- 
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mated from Dr. Buist (Dundee), Dr. Borrowman (Crieff), 
and Dr. Urquhart. 

Confirmation of Minutes.—The minutes of last meeting 
were read, approved, and signed by the President. 

The late Dr. Thom.—In the unavoidable absence of Dr. 
Urquhart, the SrcrETARY read a communication from 
him in reference to the late Dr. Thom, of Crieff.—On the 
motion of the PREsIDENT, the Secretary was instructed to 
write and thank Dr. Urquhart for his interesting refer- 
ence to the late Dr. Alexander Thom, and also to write 
Mrs. Thom, expressing the sympathy of the Branch in her 
bereavement.—The offer of Dr. Urquhart to have his 
reference printed and circulated to members of the Branch 
was agreed to. 

Cases.—Dr. Paton showed several cases: (1) A boy 
recovering from acute nephritis; he had marked 
oedema and scanty urine loaded with albumen, which 
persisted for several weeks, and in the treatment advo- 
cated, amongst other drugs, the use of pulv. secammonii 
¢o., the administration of which drug seemed to cause 
the turning-point in his illness ; (2) a case of interstitial 
nephritis; (3) a case of large white kidney, which was 
probably tuberculous in origin, because though albumen 
and blood had disappeared and urine plentiful, body weight 
was steadily decreasing; (4) a case of incipient phthisis 
with practically no physical signs to begin with, but 
persistent cough and later tubercle bacilli in sputum. 
Some discussion followed, Drs. and Beatty 
both advocating the use of purgatives in nephritis, such 
as puly. scammonii co., and thinking purging was the 
means of eliminating the poison. Dr. Hata (Crieff) 
thought that the benefit from purging was due to 
rest given to the kidney by giving the kidney less 
work to do, ete.—Dr. LyELt showed a girl, aged 14, 
suffering from ichthyosis, which had existed since shortly 
after birth. In his remarks he said it was a deformity 
more than a disease. This was a very aggravated case 
and the distribution unusual. It is usually on the 
extensor surfaces, but a number of flexor surfaces were 
involved. All forms of treatment had been tried, large 
doses of cod-liver oil and thyroid extract, but the disease 
remained stationary.—Dr. Stimiina showed a series of 
cases of osteomyelitis, specially referring to the 
differential diagnosis, and in the treatment the early 
recognition and free opening as the only chance of 
recovery. He also showed a few cases under treatment 
with tuberculin injections—namely, tuberculous glands 
improving and sinuses closing up. He also referred to 
its uses in skin and genito-urinary affections of tuber- 
culous origin.—Dr. Taytor showed three cases of tuber- 
culous peritonitis with marked improvement in two of 
the cases. 

Demonstration demonstration of the high-frequency 
apparatus then followed.

Registration of Nurses.—The Nurses’ Registration Report! 

1 SUPPLEMENT, BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL, March 3rd, 1906, 


was discussed. Dr. WHITEHEAD Rep proposed and Dr. 
Evers seconded : 

That this Division approves in general of the method of 
registration for nurses proposed by the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons, but disapproves of a separate 
register of nurses whose training is of alower standard 
than that laid down for registered nurses. 

This was carried nem. con—Dr. Evers proposed and 
Dr. Boobie seconded : 

That registration of nurses should include midwifery nurses 
who should have three years’ training, of which one at 
least should be in a lying-in hospital. 

This was carried unanimously. 

Hospital Out-patient Departments.—Dr. proposed 
and Dr. ETHERIDGE seconded, the resolution of SuprLE- 
MENT Of February 17th. This was carried unanimously. 

Resolution of Ethical Committee—A communication was 
read from the Central Ethical Committee in reference to a 
resolution passed by the Ethical Committee of this 
Division; the members present unanimously agreed with 
the finding of the Divisional Ethical Committee. 

Police Emergency Fees—The Presipent of the South- 
Eastern Branch read some correspondence with reference 
to police emergency fees in Kent. It appeared that the 
police authorities would only hold themselves responsible 
for a medical man’s fees when called in by the police to 
attend a prisoner. In other cases the medical practitioner 
had to look to the patient for his fee.

Paper.—Mr. C. A. BALLANCE, F.R.C.S., gave an interesting 
address on the Surgery of Brain Abscess, which was much 
appreciated by those present. The paper was illustrated 
by an excellent series of lantern slides. 

Contract Practice—The adjourned discussion on this 
subject took place, and reports were received by Dr. 
Mincuin (Godalming) and Dr. Stroman (Farnham) with 
regard to the feeling of practitioners in their respective 
neighbourhoods on the recommendations of the Medico- 
Political Committee (vide SupPLEMENT, July 22nd, 1905). 
In both cases a general approval of the principles of a 
public medical service was expressed, but it was not con- 
sidered practicable, or .n some respects desirable, to give 
effect to the recommendations at present. After some 
discussion by members the following resolution was then 
submitted to the meeting and carried unanimously : 

That this Division approves in general of resolutions 1, 3 
(except section b), 4, 5, and 6, but does not consider 
it practicable at present to take any steps to carry them 
into effect in the area of the Division, as there appears to 
be no general dissatisfaction on the part of members with 
existing conditions of contract practice. 

Non-approval of resolutions 2 and 7 and section (d) of 3 
was expressed. 

Hospital Out-patient Departments.—It was proposed by 
Dr. Hupson and seconded by Dr. Prarse that the pro- 
posal of the Hospitals Committee that out-patient depart- 
ments should be limited to consultations and casualties, 
especially in the case of hospitals whose staff are general 
practitioners, be approved. This was carried. 

Royal Charter—The proposed application by the Asso- 
ciation for a Royal Charter was approved. 

Medical Practitioners and Midwives.—It was agreed to 
support as far as possible the action of the Metropolitan 
Counties Branch in regard to legislation for ensuring these 
payments by the London County Council, and the scale of 
fees proposed by the Council of the above Branch was 
considered suitable and adequate.

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ROYAL COMMISSION ON THE CARE AND 
CONTROL OF THE FEEBLE-MINDED 
AND EPILEPTIC. 


Tue Royal Commission on the Care and Control of the 
Feeble-Minded met on March 9th to receive evidence 
from Ireland, the principal witnesses being Sir G. P. 
O'Farrell, M.D., Inspector of Lunatic Asylums; Mr. J. M. 
Colles, Registrar of Lunacy; Mr. E. Burke, a General 
Inspector of the Irish Local Government Board, and Dr. 
F. E. Rainsford, Medical Superintendent of the Stewart 
Institution for Imbeciles, Palmerstown. 

Sir G. P. O’'FarRELL, after giving an account of the 
general provisions for the treatment of persons of unsound 
mind in Ireland, said that the procedure for admission 
to public asylums differed altogether from that in 
England, as the initiative did not rest with the local Poor- 
law authorities, except as regarded cases actually in 
union workhouses. The necessary action had to be taken 
by a relative or friend of the lunatic, and as this involved 
the payment of a fee to the certifying medical prac- 
titioner, it presented a serious bar in the majority 
of cases owing to the poverty of the parties concerned. 
In consequence, recourse was had to the quasi-criminal 
procedure of swearing informations, and taking the lunatic 
before two magistrates to obtain an order. His experience 
in Ireland convinced him that fine or imprisonment were 
quite unable to effect any reformation in the habits of the 
confirmed drunkard. Quite 50 per cent. of the crime com- 
mitted in Ireland could be traced to alcoholic excess ; this 
excess was the cause of much insanity, and the efforts to 
deal with this great national evil had hitherto been 
trivial. It was not unreasonable to expect that grants 
similar to those originally given in England to enable 
inebriate institutions to be started and fostered should be 
made to such institutions in Ireland. <As_ to persons 
mentally deficient who were possessed of means, while 
they were minors they were under the care of the Court of 
Chancery. Many of these persons, though weak-minded, 
were not absolutely imbecile or insane, and having a 
considerable amount of wealth at their disposal, eventually. 
became the easy prey of designing and parasitical adven- 
turers; in the course of a few years they might thus 
squander money which would have been enough to afford 
them a competence for life, and contracting at the same 
time vicious and intemperate habits, become ultimately 
a burden on the public rates by gravitation into asylums 
or prisons. Protection in such cases could be afforded by 
a slight extension of the powers of the Lord Chancellor, 
who was already charged with the care and commit- 
ment to custody of the persons and estates of those found 
to be idiot, lunatic, or of unsound mind. 

Mr. Cours suggested that if schools for training 
improvable children were provided by voluntary effort, 
feeble-minded and imbecile children found in unsuitable 
surroundings might be committed to them by a magis- 
trate. The expense should be met partly by capitation 
grants from the Treasury and partly by local authorities, 
subject to the conditions that all such schools should be 
adequately supervised, and that the period of detention 
should be somewhat longer than in industrial schools. 

Mr. EpMunp Burke said that the want of institutions 
for the education of mentally-deficient or backward 
children was very apparent, not only in the case of 
feeble-minded pauper children, but in the case of children 
belonging to the poorer classes who now lived with their 
relatives. The boarding-out system could be seldom 
resorted to with advantage in such cases, and if separate 
schools could be provided for their reception it would be 
an enormous gain. 

Dr. Freperick E. RatnsForp said that in his institu- 
tion the inmates, unless helpless idiots, could, as a rule, be 
easily taught something. The establishment of an industrial 


school or colony for the benefit of weak-minded persons, - 


the greater part of the work being done by the inmates, 
was highly desirable. 

At a meeting of the Royal Commission on the Care and 
Control of the Feeble-minded on March 16th further 
evidence was received from Ireland, the principal 
witnesses being Sir Christopher Nixon, ex-President 
of the Royal College of Physicians and Visiting 
Physician to the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum at 
Dundrum ; Dr. Conolly Norman, Resident Medical 


Superintendent of the Richmond Asylum; and Mr. 
KE. M. Courtenay, Lunacy Inspector. 

Sir CHRISTOPHER NIXON said that in considering the 
factors which contribute to swell the number of feeble- 
minded and defective persons, post-natal conditions such 
as the influence of insanitary and depressing environment, 
insufficiency of food and parental care, and alcoholic 
excess, counted for much. On the other hand, there 
was constant evidence of parallelism in con- 
formation, in disposition, and in diathesis between 
a child and its parent. Hence it was most desirable 
that feeble-minded and defective women should be 
kept in institutions during the entire procreative 
period. This consideration applied with particular force 
in the ease of a woman who, when out of a workhouse, 
lived the life of a prostitute. All pauper imbeciles should 
be removed from workhouses and kept in special institu- 
tions. As for ordinary defectives, the problem of dealing 
with them would be solved if certain religious bodies 
already engaged in allied work could be persuaded to take 
charge of a colony for the feeble-minded such as that at 
Ursberg in Bavaria. As for criminal lunatics, the accom- 
modation at Dundrum should be increased so as to permit 
of a better segregation of different classes of lunacy, and 
of the separation of convicts who became insane during 
imprisonment, from persons detained “during pleasure” 
as having been irresponsible for the commission of a 
crime. The former persons, on termination of their 
sentence, should not be sent to an ordinary asylum or 
released, but kept under supervision in a special asylum. 
Prisoners who were merely feeble-minded and persons 
known to be habitual criminals should be treated in much 
the same way. 

Dr. Conotty Norman said that in an asylum for 
imbeciles and idiots the adults should be separated from 
the young. No effort should be spared to kindle in the 
latter any spark of intelligence that might exist. Ina 
few cases “higher grade imbeciles” might be made self- 
supporting. Many more could be taught to occupy their 
time in useful employments. The great majority at least 
could be improved in habits of cleanliness and self-care. 
Those incapable of any improvement should be _ per- 
manently detained as they required more nursing and 
care than it could reasonably be expected they would get 
in a private household. Those who had been taught to 
earn or to assist in earning their own living, the harmless 
and tranquil, and those who had acquired habits of 
decency and order, should be provided for by an organized 
system of family care as in France, Germany, and else- 
where abroad. 

Mr. E. M. Courtenay stated that the Acts relating to 
the care of the insane in Ireland in some cases contained 
provisions not in accordance with modern ideas on the 
subject. They did not sufficiently guarantee the proper 
admission of the insane to asylums, nor did they ade- 
quately safeguard the public against the suspicion that 
cases were unnecessarily detained in these institutions, 


CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 


A MEETING of the Central Midwives Board was held on 
March 29th at 6, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, with Dr. F. H. 
CHAMPNEYs in the chair. 


Information as to the Proceedings of the Board. 

A letter from Dr. Meredith Young (M.O.H. Stockport) 
was read, forwarding a copy of a resolution passed at a 
meeting of the Incorporated Society of Medical Officers of 
Health on February 16th, asking for information as to the 
proceedings of the Board so far as they affect local 
supervising authorities. In the course of the discussion 
on this letter, Mr. Ward Cousins pointed out the advisa- 
bility of supplying the Society concerned with the 
information desired, and this suggestion was adopted. 


Proposed Cardiff Examination Centre. 

A letter was read from Dr. E. Walford (M.O.H. Cardiff), 
forwarding a copy of a resolution passed by the local 
supervising authority at Cardiff, asking the Board to make 
Cardiff one of the provincial centres for the Board’s 
examinations. Some of the candidates did not understand 
the English language, and it was urged that this difficulty 
would be obviated by having a provincial centre at Cardiff. 
The matter was referred to the Standing Committee, in 
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spite of the opposition of Sir William Sinclair, Mr. Ward 
Cousins, and Mr. Parker Young. 


Suggested Official Handbook for Midwives. 

The report of the meeting of examiners held on March 
20th, 1906, to consider the question of an official handbook 
for midwives was received. The following is quoted from 
the report: 

It was moved by Dr. Lyle, and seconded by Dr. Fothergill, 
‘“‘ That the examiners recommend to the Board the publication 
of an official handbook for midwives.” After discussion, 
during which suggestions were made that the object of thu 
motion might be met by an amplification of the syllabus of 
instruction, the motion was put and lost, 7 voting in favour of 
it and 17 against. 

Sir W. J. Srncniarm said that he would give formal 
notice of a resolution bearing on this matter. 


Duties of Inspectors of Midwives. 

The Standing Committee recommended that local 
supervising authorities, having appointed inspectors of 
midwives, be requested to furnish the Board with copies 
of the rules that have been drawn up for the inspector's 
guidance, and that, where no rules have been compiled, 
the local supervising authority be asked whether such 
rules, if drawn up by the Central Midwives Board, would 
be acceptable. This was discussed, and it was decided 
that the consideration of this recommendation be post- 
poned for six months. 


Persistently Disobedient Midwives. 

The Clerk of the London County Council having reported 
that two midwives were guilty of persistent disobedience 
to Rule I, 19 (b), and had announced their intention of 
not complying with the rule, the Board directed that the 
midwives in question should be called on to furnish an 
explanation of the facts alleged against them by the 
Londun County Council. 


Certificates of Character. 

At a meeting of the Board on January 30th, 1906, the 
name of Mary Ann George was removed from the Roll, 
and instructions were given that the papers in the case 
should be sent to the Public Prosecutor for his considera- 
tion of the faets concerning the signing of a certificate of 
good character by a clergyman. The Board had received 
a letter from the Director of Public Prosecutions, dated 
March 5th, 1906, in which he says that he has read and 
considered the papers forwarded to him. Although the 
conduct of the clergyman in question was, in his opinion, 
morally inexcusable, and the explanation altogether un- 
satisfactory, he did not think in view of that explanation 
that the clergyman would be convicted under Section 12 of 
2 Kd. VII, cap. 17, of wilfully making or causing to be made 
a falsification in a matter relating to the Roll of midwives. 
The Director of Public Prosecutions submitted that, if 
any indictable offence under that Act?should be brought to 
the notice of the Central Midwives Board, it would be 
within its power to institute a prosecution, and that these 
would not necessarily be cases calling for the intervention 
of the Director of Public Prosecutions under 42 and 43 
Vict., cap. 22, and the regulations made under that Act.

Pital Statistics. 


IN seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,933 
births aud 5,150 deaths were registered during the week ending 
Saturday last, March 3lst. The annual rate of mortality in these 
towns, which had been 16.7, 16.2, and 15.8 per 1,000 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, rose again Jast week to 17.0 per 1,000. The rates in the 
several towns ranged from 8.3 in Grimsby, 9.0 in Hornsey, 9.4 in 
Willesden, 9.7 in Leyton, 10.1 in King’s Norton, 10.6 in Handsworth 
(Statfs.), and 10.9 in Stockton-on-Tees, to 21.3 in Birmingham, in 
Bootle, and in Bury, 21.4 in Huddersfield, 22.1 in Liverpool, 22.2 in 
Blackburn, 22.8 in Hanley, 23.3 in Warrington, and 24.5 in Middles- 
brough. In London the rate of mortality was 18.5 per 1,000, while it 
averaged 16.4 per 1.000 in the seventy-five other large towns. 
The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 
1.6 per 1,000 in the seventy-six towns: in London this death- 
rate was 1.8 per 1,000. while among the seventy-five large pro- 
vincial towns the rates ranged upwards to 3.1 in Liverpool 
and in Preston, 3.3 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 3.6 in Wolverhampton, 
3.9in Blackburn, 4.0 in Smethwick, and 4.4in Bury. Measles caused a 
death-rate of 1.4 in Manchester and in Halifax, 1.6 in Liverpool, 1.7 in 
Bristol and in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 2.0 in Great Yarmouth, 2.2 in 
Tottenham, 2.7 in Blackburn and in Preston, and 3.6 in Bury ; diph- 
theria of 1.lin St. Helen’s: whooping-cough of 1.5 in Oldham, 1.6 in 
Wolverhampton, 1.8 in Southampton, 2.3 in Warrington, 2.5 in Aston 
Manor, 3.0 in West Bromwich, 3.3 in Haudsworth (Staffs.), and 4.0 in 
Smethwick ; and diarrhoea of 1.1 in Oldham. The mortality from 
scarlet fever and from euteric fever showed no marked excess in any 
of the large towns. No fatal case of small-pox was registered last 
week in any of the seventy-six towns. The number of small-pox cases 
under treatment in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals, which had 
been 6, 7, and 10 at the end of the three preceding weeks, had de- 
clined again to 8 at the end of last week; no new case was admitted 
during the week, the numbers having been 1, 1, and 5 ib the three 
preceding weeks. The nutuber of scarlet-fever patients in these hos- 
yitals and in the London Fever Hospital at the end of the week was 
p06. against 2,545, 2,485, and 2,434 at the end of the three preceding 
weeks ; 223 new cases were admitted during the weck, against 268, 252, 
and 234 in the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 
DURING the week ending Saturday last, March 3lst, 974 births and 
647 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 18.2, 19.3, and 
18.0 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 18.9 per 1,000 
last week, and was 1.9 per 1,000 in excess of the mean rate during the 
same period in the seventy-six large English towns. Among these 
Scotch towns the death-rates ranged from 15.8 in Leith and 16.5 in 
Edinburgh to 21.8 in Dundee and 25.7 in Paisley. The death-rate from 
the principal infectious diseases averaged 1.8 per 1,000 in these towns, 
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the highest rates being recorded in Dundee and Greenock. The 
306 deaths registered in Glasgow included 14 whieh were referred to 
measles, 2 to scarlet fever, 3 to diphtheria, 7 to whooping-cough, and 
5 to diarrhoea. Seven fatal cases of measles, 2 of scarlet fever and 2 of 
diarrhoea were recorded in Edinburgh. Two deaths from measles, 
2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diarrhoea, and 1 from typhus fever 
occurred in Dundee; 2 from meéasi¢s in Paisley; and 2 from 
diarrhoca iu Greenock. : 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday March 3lst, 650 births and 482 
deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns as against 
536 births and 420 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death- 
rate in these towns, which had heen 22 2, 19.4, and 23.6 per 1.000 in the 
three preceding weeks, rose to 26 6 per 1,000 in the week under notice, 
this figure being 9.6 per 1,000 higher than the mean annual rate in the 
seventy-six English towns for the corresponding period. The figures 
ranged from 23.4 in Waterfordand 24.0 in Cork to 29.2 in Belfast and 
31.4 in Limerick. The zymotic death-rate in the same six Irish towns 
averaged 1.7 per 1,000, or 1.0 per 1,000 higher than during the preceding 
period, the highest tigure—3.9—being recorded in Belfast. while no 
deaths under this heading were recorded in Waterford. The Belfast 
deaths included 21 from whooping-cough.

The principal rules governing the election of a medical practitioner to be a member of the British Medical 


Association are as follow: 


Article III.—Any Medical Practitioner wutetonel in the United King- 
dom under the Medical Acts and any Medical Practitioner residing 
within the area of any Branch of the Association situate in any 
= of the British Empire other than the United Kingdom, who 

§ sO registered or possesses such medical qualifications as shall 
subject to the Regulations, be prescribed by the Rules of the said 
Branch, shall be eligible as a Member of the Association. The 
mode and conditions of election to Membership shall from time to 
time be determined by or in accordance with the By-laws. Every 
Member, whether one of the existing Members or a subsequently- 
elected Member, shall remain a Member until he ceases to be a 
Member in accordance with the provisions hereof. 


By-law 1.—Every Candidate for Membership of the Association shall 
er for election in writing, addressed to the Association, and 
stating his agreement, if elected, to abide by the Regulations and 
By-laws of the Association, and the Rules of such Division and 
Branch to which he may at any time belong, and to pay his 
subscription for the current year. 


By-law 2.—Every candidate who resides within the area of a Branch 
shall forward his application to the Secretary of such Branch. 
Notice of the proposed election shall be sent by the Branch 
Secretary to the General Secretary of the Association, and to 


every Member of the Branch Council, and the candidate, if not 
disqualified by any Regulation of the Association, may be elected 
a member of the Association by the Branch Council at any meeting 
thereof held not less than seven days (or such ionger period as 
the Branch may by its Rules prescribe) after the date of the said 
Notice. A Branch may by special Resolution require that each 
candidate for election to the Association shall furnish a certificate 
from two Members of the Association to whom he is personally 
known. Officers of the Navy, Army, and Indian Medical Services 
on the Active List are eligible for election through the Council 
without approving signatures as laid down in 
y-law 3. 

By-law 3.—Every candidate whose place of residence is not included in 
the area of any Branch shall forward his Application to the 
General Secretary of the Association, ——. with a statement 
signed by three members of the Association, that from personal 
knowledge they consider him a suitable person for election. 
Notice of the proposed election shall be sent by the General 
Secretary to every Member of the Council, and the candidate, if 
not disqualified by any Regulation of the Association, may be 
elected a Member of the Association by the Council at any meet- 
in) Warne held not less than one month after the date of the 

notice.
